Akron, a thriving, enterprising city of seventeen thousand in- 
habitants, is capital of Summit County. It is built on the 
highest ground in Northern Ohio, being 495 feet above Lake 
Ene, and 1,065 fect above the Atlantic Ocean, 

‘When the city was laid out, in 1825, and awaiting a christening 
Charles Olcott, who was a graluate of Yale College, and a Greék 
scholar, suggested the name Akron, which isa Cireck word, sig: 
nifying a peak, o: summit, which was at once adopted 

‘The ground on which 1t stands was purchased from the Indians 
at a treaty held at Fort Melntosh, where Beaver, in Pennsylvania, 
now stands, in 1785, by which the Cuyahoga River, the Portage 
Path, and Tuscarawas River were fixed upon as the western 
boundary of the United States. This boundary was cenfiimed 
by the treaty of Fort Greenville in 1795, 

The Portage Path, which is the western boundary of .Akron, 
was thus fixed by treaty with the Indians, as the western hound- 
ary of the United States, and yo remained until the treaty ot 
Fort Industry, where Sandusky City now is, in 1804, when the 
Indians deeded their lands went of the Cuyahoga and Portage 
Path, to the United States. Thus, for twenty years, the ground 
on which Akron stands, was the extreme limit of tlie United 
States, separated from hostile tribes of Indians of unknown num- 
bers, witha territory extending to the Pacific Occan, by an Indian 
trail only. 

That Path is of historic interest, as it was the yreat highway 
of nations fot unknown centuries before America was known to 
the civilized world. This Path commenced at the head of canoe 
navigation on the Cuyahoga, at what is called Old Portage, and 
then followed the high lands, or ridges, to the head waters of 
cance navigation on the Tuscarawas, a distance of about nine 


miles. 
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Akron was situated in Portage township, originally, though it 
now embraces parts of Tallmadge and Springfied Townships. 

‘The firet settleis in Portage Township, within what is now 
Akron, were Major Miner Spicer, Amos Spicer, Pan] and Barna- 
bas Williams. Mayor Spicer came from Groton, New London 
County. Conn,, in 1810, and tecated his land about half ‘way 
Letween the original limits of Akron and what was then Middle- 
bory, (now the sxth ward of Akron,) in what is now the fourth 
ward. 

In 1811 Major Spicer, Athos Spicer, Paul Williams and Bar- 
nabas Williams moved into the township—Major Spicer on to 
the land he selected the year before; and Paul and Barnabas 
Williams loeated a little west, on what is Exchange street in 
Akron, u little west of Buchtel College. 

The first settler in what is now Akron, but was then a part of 
Fallmadge township, was Captain Joseph Hart, who was born 
ia Wallingford, Connecticut, ani bred a sailor. He followed a 
sva-faning life—sailing from New Haven, and he became Captain 
efaship. In 1799 he was captured by a French cruiser, and, 
with his ship and crew, taken to France. On his liberation and 
retnm to the United States, he quit the Ocean, and removed to 
@hio. In 1807 he purchased 54 acres of land that now constitutes 
a considerable portion of the Sixth Ward of Akron. On tho 6th 
of August, 1808, Eliza Hart, a daughter of Joseph Hart, and 
now the wilow of Roswell Kent, was born, being the first white 
ehild born in what is now Akron 

In 1818, what i» now the Sixth Ward of Akron was laid out 
into a village, called Middlebury. Foi a while it seemed destined 
to become one of the leading villages ofthe Reserve. In October, 
ISLA, 0 newspaper was started here called The Portage Journal. 
As Akron had “no loenl habitation nor a home,” nor a name, 
nor an existence, Middlebury was the resort of the enterprising 
Unsiness men, whe were bidders and contractors on the Ohio 
canal So grent was the business at that time that there were no 
less than sixteen stores, including groceries, inthe village. Mills, 
fostories, and mechanical shops sprung into existence as if by 
magic 

in September, 1824, ground was broken for the Ohio canal, a 
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little 2 north of what 1s now Lock 1, in Akron, it having been 
broken at Licking Summit on the 4th of July previously. 

Jnmuediately, on the location of the canal, Gea. Simon Perkins 
and Paul Wilhams Jad out Akron, snd platted it and recorded it 
asa village In what was then the recorded plat, there were but 
two familiese—Faul and Barnabas Williams, In 1832, there 
were 600 inhabitants ; 1n 1840 there were 1682; in 1870 thero 
were 10,253 , in 1875 there were 17,000. 

Tn 1827, Akron had heeome a “Port, and Woolsey Wells, 
Attorney at Law, Justice of the Peace, and Post Master, was ap- 
pointed Collecto: of the Port of Akron. On the 4th of duly, 
1827, the first canal baat cleared fiom Akron to Cleveland, cuus- 
ing great rejoiing as it moved off at the rate of three miles an 
hom through the Portage and Northampton hills, 

+ Akron 1s celebrated for he: mechanical enterprise. To cnumes- 
ate her manufactories would require fai more room than we have 
to spare. With her five flounng mills, each of which can turn 
out 300 barrels of the best of flour a day, her machine shops, that 
give employment to nearly 1000 men, her Forge, Rolling Mill, 
and Furnaces, ker Paper Mall, Match Factovy, Rubber Works aad 
Diamond Fire-brick, her oat and barley hullers, and other mechanic- 
al establishments, would require a volume tocuumeiate. With its 

immense water power, and theaidofthe Cleveland, Mt. Vernon & 
Columbus and the Atlantic & Great Western Railroads, that pass 
through and cross each othe: mm thos city, with the wealth and 
enterprise of its citizens, and its unexampled merease of popula- 
tion, Akron has a bright future. But ita crownmg glory is its 
educational and literary history. Between tweuty and tlorty 
papers have been published in this city. The first was “Tho 
Akion Weekly Pont,” by Madison H. White, the first number of 
which was issued March 19, 1836 “Akron Journal,” by C. 

Biyan; “The Era,” by Jonathan F Fenn; “The American 

Nallance,” by Smith & Galloway: “The Buzzard,” by Jedediah 

Brownbread, “Glad Tidings,” by Whitney, Davis & Doolittle, 

* The Flower of the West,” by Allison & Rumms, “The Pesta- 

logian,”’ by S. L. Sawtell; “The Cascade Roarer,” by & A 
Lane, “Summit Beacon,” by H. Bowen;-*The Flail,” by L 1,, 


Howard,-“The American Democrat,” by H. Canfield; “The 
Casket,” “Free Soil Plutform;” ‘Akron ‘Engle, ” «Bree Demo- 
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erat,” “lrue Kindred, 7? “Akron Offering,” “free Democratic 
Standaid,” “The Sockdolage: ” “The Whip,? “The School 
Mistress,” “The Akkon City Times; “She Geoimania,” and 
“The Argus.” F 

But the crowning glory of her educational history is that 
where originated “The Akron School Law,” and by the munifi- 
cence of John R. Buehtel, and others, is erected and endowed 
“Bachtel Coilege”—an honor to the city, and a lasting monument 
of the liberality of its founders, 

By the fires of Jane and September, 1848, December 1849, and 
Sobruary 1851, the business part of ancient Akron was laid in 
ruins, but, like the Phanx, she has arisen from the ashes, rein- 
vigotated, rejuvinated, and beautifiel.
